Demonstration permits are required in Chicago, IL. Demonstration and/or protest 
activity surrounding the summit will likely be significant given the anger 
surrounding NATO's role in the war in Afghanistan and given the organization of the 
Occupy movement. Intelligence garnered suggests that protestors are very 
technically savvy and are using technology as a means to circumvent traditional law 
enforcement intelligence gathering and to meet and organize protest efforts.

The May 20-21 summit is a highly anticipated prize fa many of the corporate donors who helped 
raise about twice as much fa the city's failed bid fa the 2016 Summer Olympics, with little to show 
fa it 

The most tangible reward this time: Execs from Boeing Co., Caterpillar Inc. and other local mainstays 
will join those from out-of-state firms such as Charlotte, N.C.-based Duke Energy Corp.; Waltham, 
Mass.-based Raytheon Co.; and Memphis-based Federal Express Corp. at a private May 20 Field 
Museum dinner with several heads of state and other summit VIPs. 

“That’s quite a lobbying opportunity,” says David Morrison, deputy director of the Illinois Campaign fa 
Political Reform, a government ethics watchdog in Chicago. “It’s a chance to have face time with 
some pretty important people.” 

Along with discreet, NATO-approved displays of sponsors' corporate logos at the summit site, it's an 
opportunity to see and be seen at a big international event. 

That may not seem like much fa contributions that probably averaged $1 million each (amounts wont 
be disclosed until after the summit, but at least six sponsors made in-kind contributions of manpower 
rather than cash). But it's worth it fa companies that operate in the 40 to 50 countries whose heads of 
state will be in Chicago this weekend.

“As a global company, the audience doesn't get any more global than the one you're going to see that 
weekend,” a spokesman fa Peoria-based Cat says. “We expect there will be opportunities to talk 
about our global business and have dialogue with people from around the world who may want to 
leam more about Caterpillar.” 

In a statement, FedEx says, “Sponsorship of an event like this is one way fa us to communicate that 
FedEx is an engaged and responsible global stakeholder. We beieve that ifs in our customers' best 
interest that we are an active participant in this kind of forum and we routinely look fa similar 
opportunities.” 
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Aside from wanting to showcase the city or rub shoulders with the powerful, many sponsors see the 
summit as a show of support for Mayor Rahm Emanuel's first big venture on the world stage. Nearly 
half of the Chicago-area cash contributors are on the board of World Business Chicago, the city's 
mayoralty appointed economic development arm and parent of the host committee. 

CONNECTIONS 

Other sponsors share close ties to the mayor, who cut his teeth in politics as a relentless fundraiser. 
For instance, Duke Energy CEO Jim Rogers is a longtime donor to Democratic candidates and the 
Clinton Global Initiative. He has a $13.7 billion merger with Raleigh, N.C.-based Progress Energy Inc. 
pending with federal regulators to create the nation's largest power company. 

Caterpillar's ties to Mr. Emanuel go back to when he was a senior Clinton White House adviser 
aligned with Cat in pushing for a controversial free trade deal with Mexico and Canada. 

Mr. Emanuel also boasts of having the number and email address of Jeffrey Immelt, CEO of General 
Electric Co., another host committee sponsor and one of the first companies to announce a big 
increase in Chicago jobs after the mayoral election.

There is currently no adverse intelligence on the group of 
cyclists that are planning to camp out there. She also mentioned that there has been some chatter amongst some of 
these affinity groups/anarchists that they are still seeking locations where they can be housed in the Chicago area. One 
such location that has been brought up is the old Michael Reese Hospital and Medical Center that is located between 
26 th and 31 st Streets and Martin Luther King Drive and the railroad tracks that are adjacent to Lake Shore 
Drive. Currently, there are no squatters located in that area, but I believe the area is still owned by the city of Chicago 
and is currently vacant. 


I bring these two locations to your attention because of the close proximity to McCormick Place and potentially to our 
motorcades.

Members of the Occupy movement and other protesters have already expressed frustration with 
new rules Mayor Rahm Emanuel has proposed for the upcoming NAT0/G8 summits, and a security 
perimeter being put in place by the secret service may ignite even more controversy. 

While Emanuel has come up with increased security measures of his own — which the City 
Council will vote on next week — host committee spokeswoman Jennifer Martinez told the 
Chicago Sun-Times that a downtown lockdown would be part of the federal government's security 
plan. 

Martinez told the Sun-Times that the secret service will likely put a large security 
perimeter around McCormick Place, which would block people from walking or driving in the 
area. Access to the Loop will also be restricted, but details may not be available until the 
weeks leading up to the May event. 

Expected street closures will likely leave Chicago with a bill from Chicago Parking Meters, 
LLC once again. The city's controversial parking meter deal requires Chicago to compensate 
the company for lost revenue due to street closures. Martinez, however, told the Sun-Times 
this burden would not fall on taxpayers. 

"We are committed, through private and federal resources, to pay for the costs associated 
with the summit so it's not a burden on taxpayers. This would be a cost associated with the 
summit. And we are committed to paying for it," she told the paper. 

On Thursday, the city issued its first protest permit to the Coalition Against the NAT0/G8 
War & Poverty Agenda, and Mayor Emanuel said the city stands “in strong support of the 
applicant organizations' First Amendment right to protest,” NBC Chicago reports. 

The permit comes after activists announced plans to sue the city over new protest rules put 
in place. Emanuel initially said the rules would only be in place for the NATO and G8 
summits, but later said they would be permanent. 

Emanuel's plan would double fines for resisting a police officer from its current range of 
$25 to $500 to $200 to $1,000. The mayor's ordinance will also restrict the hours of public 
parks, playgrounds and beaches in accordance with the Chicago Park District's hours of 
operation. A second ordinance applying to the protests requires organizers to provide a 
parade marshal of their own for every 100 demonstration participants.

The Chicago Coalition Against War & Racism called the ordinances "ridiculously burdensome" 
and some groups said they would sue if the changes are approved. 

Long-time Chicago activist Don Rose said last week the new rules could actually encourage the 
sort of 1968 Democratic National Convention-esque confrontation the mayor's office would 
probably like to avoid. 

"The more pugnacious the city gets, the more provocative it becomes," Rose said, according to 
NBC. 

President Obama and other world leaders are expected to attend the May summits, which are 
expected to give local restaurants, hotels and shops a revenue boost. 

"This is big for our city, it’s an opportunity for our city to be on the map of the world, 
it's also an opportunity to bring more economic development to our city, so we want to put 
our best face forward as a city being viewed by the whole world," Alderman Walter Burnett 
(27th) told ABC Chicago.

LOST/STOLEN ITEMS: 


On 02/17/i2j^^ 5 ^^ | a State Department employee working on G8/NATO, reported her purse was stolen including 

her USSS issdecTState Department Protocol pin. She was issued another pin after the stolen pin was entered into NCIC. 


INCIDENTS: 


On 05/16/12, the Chicago Police Department (CPD) responded to East Hyde Park Blvd southwest of President Obama's 
Chicago residence due to graffiti on the street barricades which read "Violence is Weak." (672-23393) The Chicago 
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Department of Transportation (CDOT) replaced the barrier. CPD reviewed footage from the video camera mounted on 
East Hyde Park Blvd for investigative leads. Upon review, the video footage revealed that an unknown male was observed 
applying an unknown substance onto the barriers from approximately 0520 to 0535 hours. No vehicle information was 
obtained and no additional investigative leads were developed. 

On 05/17/12, FBI Miami reported uncorroborated raw intelligence suggesting six female suicide bombers trained in 
Somalia and Sudan would cany out an attack during the Summit. The females were in their early to late twenties, from 
Somalia, and had "medium dark skin with soft facial features." They were reportedly traveling to Chicago in groups of two 
from Egypt, Saudi Arabia, and/or Nigeria with explosive devices resembling feminine hygiene products. For additional 
information, please see 672-23395. 

On 05/18/12, ITU reported that at 1:16 p.m., an unknown subject (679-1 4248^ posted a threat towards the NATO Summit 
on Twitter. The unknown subject, using the screen namej^ (6 *- (b ^® | wrote, "I’ll run up on this NATO with a bomb 

attached to my chest" The threatening post was subsequently deleted; however, intel gathered from other posts indicated 
the subject was visited by the FBI for the threatening post. The unknown subject wrote, "I'm still tweaking about earlier," 
"All for saying stupid things," "The FBI will actually track you down," 'People I kid you lucking not, watch what you say 
online. Don't make stupid threats," and "they just wanted to assure I wasn't going downtown with a bomb attached to my 
chest :l lol." 


On 05/20/12, ITU reported that on 05/19/12, at 4:04 p.m., an unknown subject (679-14247) posted a threat towards 
Pakistani President Zardari on Twitter during the Summit . In resp onse to a tweet asking, "hello mate, how are you doing?" 


The unknown subject, using the screen name, 


prow 


wrote, "don't ask man. wanna kill zardari." 


On 05/20/12, at 5:01 p.m., an unknow n subject (679-14 249) posted a comment concerning the NATO Summit law 
enforcement Using the screen name, ^ the subject made several posts about a white van (presumably 

belonging to the DOD) that was involved in jamming communications signals at the summit The unknown subject asked 
protestors to watch for the van and posted, "REQUEST CHI: Any solid white box trucks seen near route please send out 
the license plate. DoD is operating one along route. #OCHI #noNATO." 


On 05/21/12, ITU reported that an unknown subject (679-19037), user name "ObamaCSI.com," posted a link to a website 
titled, "Assassination Of Obama and NATO Officials Planned for Chicago?" The article discussed what the ramification 
would be on the American population if a successful assassination of President Obama or any other world leader was 
carried out during NATO. 


DEMONSTRATION: 


On 05/18/12, (673-87098) 400 members of National Nurses United conducted a peaceful demonstration at Daley Plaza 
(W. Washington Blvd/N. Dearborn St). Several members of Code Pink joined the Nurses during the course of their 
demonstration. The group had signs and sound amplification equipment. CPD and USSS monitored the demonstration. 
The demonstration concluded without incident 

On 05/18/12, (673-87099) several hundred members of Occupy Chicago conducted marches throughout the downtown 
Chicago area. The group split and marched in different directions. One group was civilly disobedient, and both groups 
obstructed traffic and were escorted by CPD. The groups had signs and sound amplification equipment. Later during the 
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
